I. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 

The meeting will be to discuss Bears Ears and Grand Staircase as well as any hot button SITLA-BLM 

issues. 

II. BACKGROUND 

SITLA and BLM are working together on many current issues in Utah, including: management issues 

related to SITLA inholdings within national monuments and other BLM administered lands, legislative 

and administrative land exchanges, selection of lands granted at statehood, and other various issues. 

III. DISCUSSION 

Bears Ears 

• The Proclamation establishing the Bears Ears National Monument (BENM) directed the Secretary to 
explore entering into a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with the State of Utah for the exchange 
of approximately 109,000 acres of State inholdings within BENM for BLM lands outside the 
monument. Further, the Secretary was ordered to report to the President by January 19, 2017 regarding 
the potential for the exchange. In response, the BLM drafted an MOU for review by SITLA. SITLA 
has currently declined to participate in review of the MOU. 

• SITLA and the BLM Monticello Field Office have also been in discussions regarding several localized 
management within BENM, 


Grand Staircase 

• An agreement was reached in 1998 to exchange all SITLA inholdings in Grand Staircase for BLM 
lands outside the monument. The agreement also included a $50 million cash payment to the State. As 
recently reported in E&E News, via information obtained from SITLA, the lands acquired from the 
BLM have produced nearly $341 million for the State as of late April.
